Lifting of the quarantines 
there will be taken under consid- 
eration by State and Federal auth- 
orities at a later date. 

Since cattle fever ticks were 
found on May 31, 1960 in south 
Florida, more than one million cat- 
tle have been systematically dip- 
ped and inspected in infested areas, 
according to Dr. C. L. Campbell, di 
rector of the Division of Animal 
Industry.
